REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The contagious diseases reported during the year to the 
health officer were tuberculosis, lobar pneumonia, whooping- 
cough, measles, mumps and chicken-pox. 

It is the duty of every family to report every case of con- 
tagious disease in their family to the health officer, unless 
they have a doctor in which case he will report the disease 
himself. By doing this they will help keep this, what it is 
today, one of the healthiest towns inthis vicinity. 

We have at present over 40 different diseases that have 
to be reported to the State Board of Health. The most 
common of these that should be reported by the heads of 
families are measles, German measles, chicken-pox, mumps, 
whooping-cough, tuberculosis, all forms, and infectious 
diseases of the eye. 

It is with feelings of satisfaction that I call your attention 
to the particularly low death-rate of the past year. There 
were 25 deaths from all causes, a decrease of fourteen from 
the previous year. 

There were three deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
one from tubercular meningitis and one from tuberculosis 
of the stomach and bowels, and one accidental shooting. 
Two of the cases of tuberculosis were brought here from 
out of the state.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Salem: 


I herewith submit my third annual report, the sixteenth 
in the series of reports. 

Notwithstanding the'unusual strain of the year 1918-19, 
caused by influenza, and continued uneasiness caused by 
the conditions resulting from the war, the school work was 
carried through the year without sagging. The end of the ~ 
year found everybody tired—in fact pretty nearly fagged 
out, but they had held out to the finish. All credit is due 
the teachers for their patience and tact and effort. 

During the year Miss Sybil White resigned to go to a 
position near her home, and Miss Helen Crowley of No. 7 
school was transferred to her place in the first and second 
grade school at the Depot. Miss Lydia Foster of Groveland, 
Mass., finished the year at No. 7. : 

Miss Valerie Tuttle resigned to be married and Miss 
Elizabeth Higgins was elected to her position, but owing to 
illness was unable to take up her duties, and during the 
: winter the domestic arts work was carried on by Miss 

Ruth Junkins. Miss Louise Lamprey was engaged for this 
work but owing to Miss Joy’s illness it became necessary to 
| place her in charge of the grammar school room at the 

center. At the beginning of the present year Miss Joy was 
able to resume her work and Miss Lamprey was to have 
taken up the domestic arts work but resigned in August. 
Other changes in August were: Miss Hunt resigned from ~ 
No. 3 and Miss Eunice Lanagan elected to her place. Miss 
-Meserve resigned from No. 4 and Miss Marietta Breakey 
elected. Miss Nancy Hird resigned from No. 8, Miss Vera 
Wood transferred to her place, and Mrs. Blanche Hickson 
elected to No. 5. Miss Henrietta Condon resigned from No. 
9 and Ella Sundell elected, Miss Amy Akerman elected to 
No. 7, Miss Louise McGregor resigned from No. 10, and 
owing to the small number of children for this school and for 
No. 4 it was deemed advisable to temporarily close No. 10 
and combine the two schools at No. 4. 
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Salem was particularly fortunate in the fact that so many 
of her teachers returned. 

The fact that the Taylor bequest now has become ayail- 
able brings the district face to face with the problem of a 
high school. A limitation imposed by the will apparently 
determines that to secure the benefit of this fund of approx- 
imately $10,000 the school must be located within 100 
rods of the present town house. 

That Salem should have her own high school seems to 
me a fact beyond question. The present attendance of 
from 40 to 50 would in a very few years grow from 75 to 90. 
The school would be run on lines that would help to fit more 
for life in Salem rather than for life in a city or large town. 
If pupils take a college preparatory course and go into a 
profession these young people are benefited but the town is 
not. If they take a commercial course they may live in 
Salem but their energy and their work in most cases go into 
the city. Salem is an agricultural town and some provision 
ought to be made in her educational system for fitting boys 
for agricultural work that they may come back to the town 
and help increase her productiveness, and thereby increase 
her prosperity. 

It will, undoubtedly, cost more to run our own high school 
than to pay tuition, but the Methuen high school is growing 
so fast that the time is very near when our children will be 
crowded out. 

The locating of a high school is a problem for the district 
to solve, but it should be so located as to best serve the 
interests of the largest possible number of pupils. It should 
be on a lot large enough to locate the building well away 
from the noise and dust of the street, and also give room 
for sports and games. 

The school law passed by the legislature of 1919 is the — 
most progressive as well as the most comprehensive piece 
of school legislation so far enacted by any state, and its- 
provisions place New Hampshire’s educational system in 
the very front of the state systems of the country. 

The most important changes effected are: 


“J 
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1. The establishment of a School Board of Education 
with functions and duties that its members may not dele- 
gate to its executive officer the Commissioner of Education. 

2. The establishment of state-wide supervision of schools 
under approved superintendents. These superintendents 
while nominated by the joint committees of the supervisory 
districts are elected by the state board of education and are 
state officials whose duties and powers are defined. 

3. The fixing of a minimum of 36 weeks of school for 
elementary schools. 

_ 4. The definition of what shall constitute an approved 
elementary school. ‘ 

5. State-wide certification or approval of teachers and 
that the state board shall fix standards of qualification to 
be met in order that approval may be secured. 

6. A requirement that all common school branches shall 
be taught in English and that Americanization schools 
shall be conducted for persons who cannot speak and read 
English. . 

It further requires that selectmen shall assess a tax of $2 
per pupil of entire registration for the preceding year to 
defray the expense of state-wide supervision, and a tax of 
$3.50 per thousand of the value of the rateable estate assess- 
able for the current year for the support of elementary 
schools, Americanization schools, the purchase of text- 
books, pupils’ supplies and flags and appurtenances, and the 
supervision of the health of the children. This sum may be 
increased by vote of the district to any sum up to $5 on the 
thousand but to districts in which the sum produced by a 
tax of $5 on a thousand is not sufficient the state shall 
provide the balance from funds appropriated for this 
purpose. | 

The intention of the law is to make of the state one big 
school district with a view to giving to the children of the 
small town whose property value is small and whose tax 
rate unreasonably high, educational opportunities as nearly 
as possible equal to those of the city and large town in which 
commerce and manufacturing and the opportunity to earn 
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money make the payment of higher taxes much easier than 
in the back section where no such opportunities exist. 

The first principle of this law is equalization of educational 
opportunities for all children in the state, the second is 
the standardization of the schools. 

In towns like Salem the cost of running the schools will 
not likely be less and may be slightly more than under the 
old law, but owing to the increased cost of living and con- 
sequent higher salaries paid this year it is impossible to 
make a close estimate. 

Until this year it has never been difficult for Salem to get 
graduates of the Lowell or of the Salem normal school to 
teach here for a year or two or until they found a situation 
in or near their home town or city. 

The demand for young women in the mills and offices 
of the cities and the fancy wages paid have drawn from the 
teaching force many already at work, but specially have 
attracted the recent graduates of the normal schools who 
would ordinarily be candidates for teaching positions in 
these towns near the state line. The young graduates of 
high schools have also been drawn in and the attendance 
in many normal schools has been cut 50 per cent. 

There are not enough trained teachers left to go around 
this year. And during the next few years conditions will 
grow worse rather than better until manufacturing shall 
have caught up with demands. The plan of certification 
of teachers now being put into effect that requires at least 
some professional training will go far towards safeguarding 
the standards of work already established here. 

One other factor that will help to solve the teacher 
problem and in fact the whole problem of education in the 
' country districts is for people to get back somewhat to the 
old-time social attitude and establish friendly relations 
with their children’s teacher. The teacher is just a human 
being, neither better nor worse than the average of human . 
beings, and it will make her do better work with the chil- 
dren if the people of her community accept her in this spirit. 
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Furthermore I would strongly urge parents of girls who 
will graduate from high school this year to consider well the 
opportunities for service of the highest character that are 
opening in the teaching profession. To be sure they will 
have to work hard, and the return in money will not make 
them wealthy, but they will have the satisfaction of having 
an important part in the greatest, the noblest work in the 
world—that of moulding the character of the next genera- 
tion, of helping to establish the principles by which this 
country will be governed. They can probably make more 
money weaving cotton or stitching shoes, but the cloth soon 
wears out and the shoes soon become worthless, their 
money is soon spent and the pleasures bought with it are 
quickly gone. But the character and principles of right 
living and right thinking established by the patient, con- 
scientious teacher will go on and express themselves in 
cleaner living and better citizenship long after her own heart 
has ceased to beat. 

I would call attention to tables and special reports at 
the end of this report.

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REPORT OF MUSIC INSTRUCTOR. 


To Superintendent J. A. MacDougall and School Board of 
Salem, N. H.: 


I have the honor to submit my third annual report of 
the work accomplished in music in the schools of Salem. 

Rote song work is being successfully carried on in the 
lower grades. In the second, third and fourth grades the 
children are doing good work in music reading and unison 
singing. The text-books, the Ginn and Company’s Educa- 
tional Series, remain unchanged. : 

The work in part singing improves steadily. We are 
getting especially good results in two-part singing in the 
fifth and sixth grades at the Depot School this year. The 
two-part work at Number 4 is going along smoothly. Three- 
part singing, at Numbers 1, 5, 6, 8 and 9 schools, is being. 
done in a commendable manner. The text-books used in 
these grades are Progressive Music Series, Book III, oe 
Junior Sonzs by Hollis Dann. 

The teachers in Salem, with whom I am so sldsiy ee! 
ciated, are always ready to give their loyal support. It is 
due to their efforts that the children are always so willing 
to try. The lesson given by the supervisor is only a begin- 
ning. When she leaves the room, the work is left in the 
hands of the grade teacher to be developed. Again I wish 
to thank these teachers for their continued help in carrying 
on the work. 

I wish also to thank the Superintendent of Schools and 
the School Board for their assistance during the past year.

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MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the class has increased in numbers 
until we now have the largest enrollment since the estab- 
lishment of the department. This has produced a rather 
crowded condition in the room provided, but the boys have 
worked well under the difficulties and have turned out some 
creditable work considering the age and grade. 

The general plan of previous years has been followed. 
This includes the making of commonly used joints; as, 
nailed, screwed, mortised, crosslap, rabbitted and mitered. 
The principles of everyday carpentry have been applied to 
such projects as are of use and interest to the boys or are 
of some distinct household utility. 

Some lessons on-the uses of different woods, their sources 
and methods of preparation have been given with practice 
in recognizing common timbers and the effect of different 
kinds and methods of finish. _ 

The gain in muscular control and nerve codrdination as 
a result of this branch is marked during the course. The 
principle of “learning by doing”’ has full play here, and 
the interest shown has been constant and in most cases

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DOMESTIC ARTS. 


To the Superintendent and School Committee: 


I herewith submit my report of the work of the Domestic 
Arts department. ~ 

The work of the class in cooking this year has dealt 
largely with the value of foods in general, the classification 
of specific foods and their preparation. 

At the beginning of the year the preserving of foods was 
studied and peaches and tomatoes were canned by way of 
demonstration. 

The class has been working gradually from thin to thick 
batters having in mind under thick batters—bread making. 
Under the head of thin batters the class has prepared 
griddle-cakes, popovers, muffins and cookies. 

In preparation for the teachers’ luncheon at Christmas 
time the following subjects were taken up: the setting of a 
table, the preparation and serving of a meal, balanced 
rations, the preparation of potatoes in different ways, and 
the preparation of jello and custard. 

Since Christmas the class has been studying the beef 
creature with stress on the different cuts of meat and their 
preparation. 

As there is much interest in the sewing work a great deal 
has been accomplished. Early in the year the girls made 
undergarments and hemstitched handkerchiefs and also 
spent some time in a careful study of the sewing machine. 
At Christmas they worked out ideas for gifts. At present 
the time is being devoted to the making of outer garments 
as middy blouses, shirtwaists and skirts, and to the making 
over of garments.
